existing tariff at least 3 months bclbtc expiry of their validity. 
In the CHPT case, a proposal for review of the existing 
tariff should have been filed by 31 December, 20137.

5. When reminded in this regard, the CHPT vide its 
letter dated 16 April 20J8 has stated that the validity of it^ 
Scale of Rates expires on 28 April, 2008 and action is being 
taken by the port to file a fresh prnpi^] for general revision 
of Its Scale of Rates. It has also requested this Authority to 
extend the validity of the existing tariff for a p^eriod of 6 
months, ftom 29 April, 20(18 to 28 September, 2008^ 

4. It appears from the CHPT conununication in 
reference that the CHPT hasmenrioned the date of expiry 
of its existing tariff as 28 April, ZOOB without noticing the 
speetHc dale 0131 March, 2008 Gxed by this Authority vide 
Order dated 7 March, 2006. The CHPT has not commiUed a 
specific dale by which it will file the proposal before this 
Authority, 

5. Since the validity ollhe existing Scale of Rates of 
CHPT hns already expired on 3! March, 20OB» this Authority 
is inclined to extend the validjty of the existing Scale of 
Ratos of CHPT for a period of six months, as requested by 
the port, till 50 September, 20(18. The CHPT is directed to 
file its proposal for general revision of its Scale of Rates 
immediately, 

6. Surplus over and above the admissible cost and 
permissible return accruing for the perk>d after 1 April, 
2008 will be set-off fully, in die tariff to be fixed foi the next 
cycle.
